years to properly wind up the business 
and care for the children 

Tho commission consists of the dis- 
trivit Judge of Macleod district, within 
which the mine ts altuated, who is an 
appointee of the federal government; 
the clerk of the detrict court. who Is 
ail appointee of the provinclal yovern- 
ment, and the manager of the Union 
Bank of Canada at Hillcrest, who 
might he called a representative of 
financial interests. It Is also pro- 
vided that the accounts shall be audit- 
el by the provincial auditor. The 
personne! of the commission ts Kuch as 
to appeal to the public and ensure the 
une of subscriptions so as to do the 
most good. All subscriptions should he 
made payable to treasurer, Hillcrest 
Rellef Commission, and sent to Union 
Rank, Iillcreat, 

The commission will advise with the 
officials of the miners’ union and the 
mine owners’ araociation,

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WHY LICENSES OF THREE 
CITY CLUBS WERE RENEWED. 

The Bulletin does not know whether to be surprised or 
not at the fact that the licenses of certain clubs of this city, 
granted by the Legislature over a year ago and duly incorpor- 
ated according to statute, were not taken away summarily the 
other day when the ficense year terminated. The Bulletin 
does not appear to know whether the licenses should have 
been renewed or not—in fact it seems to have a vacant mind 
on the subject. However, the inference to be drawn from its 
comment is that there was something wrong in the action of 
the Attorney General's department in renewing the licenses 
in common with other liquor licenses which expired in the 
usual way al the end of the license year, 

The facts of the matter are that a deputation from the 
Citizens’ Committee the other day waited on the Minister of | 
Public Works and the Acting Deputy Attorney General. Both} 
the Attorney General and the Deputy Attorney General were | 
out of the city at the time. The delegation asked that the 
licenses of three clubs in the city be not renewed when they 
expired on June 30th. The delegation only took action on the | 
afternoon of June 30th, a few hours before the licenses were | 
due to expire. The members of the Citizens’ Committee had | 
no definite charges to make, but “on account of evidence | 
which has been given at the police inquiry,” asked that the 
licenses be not renewed. 

It is evident that the action of the Citizens’ Committee 
was taken on the spur of the moment. Otherwise it is im- 
probable that any body of business men would expect a gov- 
ernment department, or indeed any other department, to find 
certain organizations guilty and pronounce the sentence be- 
fore the commissioner holding the investigation has brought 
in his report. 

Further than that, the commissioner has from the start 
of the investigation laid down the principle that evidence given 
at the inguiry is not to be used in subsequent proceedings, — It 
would, therefore, be contrary to the principles of common jus- 
tice and contrary to the rules of the present investigation, ‘on 
account of evidence which has been given at the investigation” 
to summarily take away the licenses of the clubs before the 
comunissioner has reported, 

The deputation was told by the Acting Deputy Attorney 
General, G. P. O. Fenwick, that, pending the receipt of the 
findings of the commissioner in the investigation, the licenses 
would be renewed, and at the same time he reminded the de- 
putation that “the department has pewer to suspend or can- 
cela club permit at any time.” 

Any other action than to renew the licenses, which are 
granted in the first place with an implied promise of continu- 
ance, provided that they are not abused and are still needed, 
would have laid the Attorney General's department open to 
a good dead of just criticism for hasty and ill-considered action.

Death Removes One of the Most 


Striking Figures From British: .- 


tics in the Past Generation—End Comes as a Surprise as His

London, July 3.—Rt. Hon. Joseph 


Chamberlain died here last night. The 
death of Joseph Chamberlain, which 
removes one of the most striking fig- 
ures from British politics in the past 
generation came as an entire surprise, 
as the condition of his health was not 
publicly known to be any worse than 
at any time in the past two or three 
years, 

Mrs, Chamberlain, who never left her 
husband's side since he was stricken 
With paralysis several years ago, and 
his son Austen Chasiberlain, were with 
Mr. Chamberlain when death occured 
at 1:30 o'clock Jast night at his Lon- 
don residence The event cast gloom 
ever the London season.

In 1888 Mr, Chanberlain was married 
for the third time, to Misa Endicott,

Some surprise was caused by his ap- 
poiniment in 1895 to what was then 
regarded as the minor post of colonial 
secretary by Lord Salisbury. In 1897 
and for the next two years he was 
Lord Rector of Glasgow University. 
This was the year of the workmen's 
compensation act and the conference 
of colonial premiers.

did he waver in his bellef that British 
arms would be triumphant, After the 
war ended Mr. Chamberlain made his 
famous Journey to South Afriea and) 
did most valuable work tn helping to 
bring about good feellng between Bri- 
ton and Boer. 

In May, 1903, he announced his 
scheme for fiscal reform, which since 
then has redivided political parties and 
led to a number of cabinet resigna- 
tlons, Mr. Balfour finally resigned of- 
fica in December, 1905, and the gener- 
al election ended in a wholesale de- 
feat for fiscal reform, The unionist 
party {n the house of commons was 
reduced from 363 to i6?, 

During the last 20 years, whenever 
liberal unlonism has been mentioned, 
Joseph Chamberlain has always come 
}to mind, It is natural that this should 
be so; for no man is more responsible 
for the strength and vitality that char- 
acterized liberal-unionism between 1886 
and 1892 than he.

Through him Ga- 
Drinovies says, bombs and — revolvers 
were obtained from the Servian arsenal 
at Kraguyevatz. 

Gabrinovies undertook to find four 
other bomb — throwers, and it) was 
agred that when the archdike was 
Keen appreaching each should hold a 
bomb in his right hand and a bottle of 
poison in his left hand and drink the 
polson after throwing the bomb, 

Gabrionovics — succeeded In finding 
accomplices, one of whom was a Bel- 
grade student named Grades, The con- 
spirators traveled separately to Sara- 
yevo where the bombs were divided 
among them In a confectionery shop 
on the morning of the attempt. <Ac- 
cording to Gabrionovics, Prinzip 
him that he had given bombs and pot- 
fon to three other comrades whose 
names he did not divulge.
